—After a three months’ sojourn in Atchi­ 
son county, I may be capable of speaking 
with some degree of certainty as to the 
condition of tho inhabitants and the value 
of the county as an agricultural district.

A T rip F ro m X e w l u rk to C h icago 
fo r O ne D o lla r . 


N. Y. Correspondence Chicago Tribune. 
The question of reducing the fare on the 
elevated railroad in New York from ten 
cents to five cents, has led to the discussion 
among therailrt id men of the question, 
“How cheap can any pp Wenger be carri: I 
by steam over any railroad ?” 
Yesterday, while rn conversation with 
the president of one the largest trunk lines 
I asked him this question: 
“How cheap can you carry packagers 
on your read and make money, provided 
you have plenty of passengers ?” 
“ Well,” he said “that depends. It there 
were enough pa'iengers to carry, we could 
take p8rsengers over our road and the 
Lake Shore to Chicago for $2 a head and 
make money.” 
"From New York to Chicago tor $2 and 
make money ? How could you do it ?” I 
asked. 
“Well, we would take them in good 
passenger cars, running at the rate of 20 
miles an hour and make money.” 
“How do you figure it F 
“ Why, we can carry a man weighing 
150 pounds as cheaply as we can cirry a 
hog weighing 400 pounds, can’t we V” . 
‘ Yes,” I laid, “I should think that you 
could.” 
“Well, we would bo glad of the chance 
ot getting $1C J per car for canning hogs. 
Sixty hogs will fill a car and weigh twelve 
tons. Now, if we can make money carry­ 
ing twelve tous ot hogs for IIC J don’t you 
think we could make money carrying fifty 
parsengers, weighing four tons, for the 
same nicney ? We of 2u carry hogs from 
New York ta Chicago for $1 apiece, and 
teed them too. Yes, we have to load and 
unload them twice, and feed them, and 
transport their keepers from Chicago to 
New York for $1 apiece. Now, men load 
and unload themselves. Fifty men can get 
into a car. So I tell you that I can carry 
parsengers from New York to Chicago for 
$2 apiece aud make money ; and tor $1 
apiece provided we can carry a full train 
of twenty cars, fifty passengers to the car. 
VThen the fare from 
Chicago to New 
York.is twenty times to high, is it ?’ 
asked. 
‘No, not 60 much 
as th a t; but within 
twenty years you will see parsengers taken 
to Chicago for $5. All we want is suffi­ 
cient pissen&ers to fill a train. The elevat­ 
ed road which carry IC J,COO a day can carry 
passengers now from New York to Chica­ 
go at two cents a mile, with baggage, and 
small trains at that. The elevated roads 
can carry them for three cenfi 
easily. 
Why, we carry passengers at half a ‘cent a 
mile and get rich. Three cen’? i9 enough 
tor a fare on the elevated railroads ; and 
$5 from New York to Chicago is enough 
if we cauld run larger and slower trains.”

D e a r F r ie n d : As a matter of course, I 
am utterly opposed to the oppression ol 
*Ly class, auj regard the action ut the pro­ 
prietors of me Manhattan Beach Hotel in 
reference to the Jews as bigoted, mean,and 
iii-graceful. Such action belongs to the 
Dark Ages 
The persecution oi the Jews 
should bring a blush to every Christian 
cheek. Nothing is more infamous than the 
oppression of a class. Each mao has the 
ngnt to be judged upon his own merits. 
To oppress nim or to hold bim in con­ 
tempt on account ol religion, race, or color 
is a crime. 
Every man should be treated justly and 
kindly, not because he is or Is not a Jew 
or a Gentile, but because he Is a human 
being, and as sucn capable of joy and pain 
It at any hotel a man fails to act rn a de­ 
cent and becoming manner let him bo put 
out, not on account ot the nation to which 
he belongs, but on account ol his behavior.

A young man named Herman Smith has 
been missing for about six weeks, and not 
even a probable solution of ihe mystery 
bas been found until now, when the report 
comes from Chicago that a body answer­ 
ing his description has been washed ashore 
from the lake.
